Schuette Discusses Budget, 


Hanson Hillis, and Airport 


Congressman Bill Schuette discussed the 
federal budget, the farm bill, tax reform, 
and senior citizens’ benefits at his town 
meeting in Grayling on August 8. “I’m 
pleased that next year’s budget will have 
full Cost of Living Adjustments for senior 
citizens, and I fought for them,” 
Congressman Schuette said. 

“Although I didn’t vote for this particular 
budget, because it is unfair to rural areas 
and contains erroneous economic assum- 
ptions, I have supported other budgets 
which freeze government spending 
programs and grant full Social Security 
COLAs,” Congressman Schuette said. 

Schuette spoke at the Crawford County 
Court House for about fifteen minutes 
before he began to field questions from 
about 25 people gathered for the meeting. 

According to the Congressman, there 
should be a tax simplification bill sometime 
in the fall. “If we don’t get one this year, the 
1986 and 1988 elections will mean that we 
may not have another chance to reform 
taxes for another four years,’’ Schuette 
said. ‘I know there is a lot of opposition to 
the elimination of state and local tax deduc- 
tions, and I share this concern,’’ 
Congressman Schuette said. ‘“‘I testified 


before the taxwriting Ways and Means 
Committee about the effects of the plan on 
farmers,”’ 

Congressman Schuette also expressed his 
support for the Social Security system on its 
50th anniversary. ‘‘We cannot break the 
promise that government has made to 
‘working Americans all their lives,’’ he said. 

He is the only Michigan member of the 
Agriculture Committee and is very disap- 
pointed that the House Agriculture Commit- 
tee has not completed the 1985 farm bill. “I 
suggested that we lock the door until we 
were finished,”’ said Congressman Schuet- 
te. “I am working for a farm bill that is 
sensitive to world market forces, but that 
also provides for income bridges to far- 
mers.” 

I'll be having these meetings from time to 
time in the future,”’ Congressman Schuette 
said. “I want to hear from the real experts 
here in Crawford County, and be their 
pipeline to Washington.” 

Schuette offered assistance to help with 
any communication problems concerning 
Hanson Hills. After the town meeting, he 
met with Crawford County Transportation 
Authority members to discuss the Grayling 
airport. 


iVvies Use Radar Guns 
To Gheck Military Traffic

In an attempt to improve the safety of 
military vehicles on local highways, mem- 
bers of the Ohio National Guards 838th 
Military Police Company from Youngstown, 
Ohio, stationed at Camp Grayling for their 
two-week Annual Training period, are using 
a radar speed gun to monitor mobile ac- 
tivity. 

The maximum speed of a military vehicle 
on hard stand road is 45 M.P.H. simply 
because the tires on the vehicles were 
designed for off-road activity, not for high- 
speed travel on paved roads. With the help 
of the radar gun, borrowed from the Craw- 
ford County Sheriff's Department, the post 
Military Police can ensure that the speed 
limit is enforced. 

‘There was no speed problem to start 
with,” said Lt. Col. Walter M. Duzzny, State 
Provost Marshall for Ohio. ‘‘The use of the 
radar unit is more of a deterrent to make 
sure that one doesn’t develop. So far the 
military personnel have been receptive to it, 
and have respected its being there.” 


“We are not imposing our speed detecting 
on civilian vehicles in any way,” said Sgt. 
Harold P. Miller, a member of the 838th 
Military Police Company. ‘‘It is just a tool to 


help us monitor the speed of our vehicles 
only. Many of the guardmembers here at 
Camp Grayling do not drive military 
vehicles everyday and therefore believe 
that the 55 M.P.H. speed limit applies to 
them also. We are here to inform the ones 
that are not aware of it that our speed limit 
is 45 M.P.H.” 

If a military vehicle is caught speeding by 
the Military Police here at Camp Grayling, 
no citation is issued. Instead, they are in- 
formed of the speed limit and given a writ- 
ten warning that is passed on through their 
chain of command, 

“The radar unit is set up during peak 
hours of training in designated areas where 
speeding is most frequent,” said Sgt. Miller. 
“In any given two-hour time frame we may 
stop twenty to twenty-five vehicles. But 
once the word gets around that we are there, 
the number of offenders seems to 
decrease.” 

“We feel we have impacted significantly 
on military personnel with the utilization of 
a@ training tool that has brought them more 
of an awareness of how fast they are 
actually going,” said Lt. Col. Duzzny. “It is 
a matter of safety that minimizes, if not 
eliminates the number of speed-related ac- 
eidents involving military vehicles.” 
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County Asks Canoe 
Liveries Help With 
Aequiring Park Site 


The county is going to ask AuSable river 
canoe liveries to help in acquiring a 14.4 
acre park site on the mainstream. 

At least eight canoe liveries in the 
Grayling area will be asked to help raise 
$2000 to tie up the property until Kammer 
Land Trust funds are available to buy it. 


The parcel, just downstream from 


.Wakeley Bridge, is known as Wakeley Park 


and is used by canoers and others for pic- 
nics and a park area. 

Consumers Powers leases the land to the 
county and the company is offering a chan- 
ce to buy the property for $27,500 plus $1,500 
for the cost of an appraisal and survey. 
They’re asking the county for a $2000 ear- 
nest payment, which will pay for the ap- 
praisal and survey with the balance applied 
to the purchase price. 


Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners chairwoman, Mary Harland, 
said at their August 6th meeting the county 
doesn’t have the $2000 right now. Com- 
missioner Jeannette Kitchen suggested the 
county ask the canoe liveries to help raise 
the $2000. The county is hoping the rest of 
the purchase price could be funded through 
Kammer Land Trust money. 

Although the county already applied to 
that fund for money to buy Wakeley Park, it 
won't be until late 1986 before the county 
knows if their application for money is ac- 
cepted. Kitchen said if the liveries could 
help come up with $2000, it would buy some 
time and tie up the property so Consumers 
Power doesn’t sell it to the state. 

The property has 580 feet of river frontage 
and the county has 60 days to respond to 
Consumers’ offer. 


Lovells Township Recall

An election to recall the entire Lovells 
Township Board will be held Tuesday, 
October 8. . 

The ballot will offer a yes or no question 
for each board member: Shall (name of 
board member) be recalled from the office 
of (office held)? . 

The charges for the recall as they appear- 


- ed on the recall petitions will be listed for 


each board member on the ballot. Each 


‘board member will have the opportunity to 


place up to 200 words on the ballot defending 
his or her actions. 

The polling place will be the Lovells Town- 
ship Hall from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. The ccunty 
clerk will oversee the election as the Lovells 
Township Board members can not be in- 


volved in the election process. Absentee 
ballots will be issued through the clerk’s of- 
fice at the county courthouse. 

A Special elections scheduling committee 
of Jerry Morford, representing the city of 
Grayling, Mary Allen, representing the 
school district, and Elizabeth Wieiaiid, 
representing the county, met August 9th to 
set the election date. The township repre- 
sentative Monica Stephan-Ashton was ab- 
sent due to a conflict involving Grayling 
Township business. 

Both county and Lovells Township of- 
ficials were unable to estimate the cost of 
the special election because most township 
issues are usually placed with regularly 
scheduled elections.

LINCOLN / SLAVERY / 
ABORTION 

The spiritual and moral 
truth spoken by President 
Abraham Lincoln against 
slavery, is just as true today 
against abortion. Speaking 
of the Civil War caused by 
slavery, Lincoln said, ‘“‘.,.the 
blood of this war, like the 
blood of Abel, is crying to 
Heaven...’’ (Speech in the 
U.S. House of Representa- 
tives, January 12, 1848.) If 
Genesis 4:10 could be used in 
in reference to those who 
died to free 4 million black 
slaves, how much more 
could it be used concerning 
the innocent blood ‘of 16 
million aborted babies? This 
baby blood is human by 
scientific analysis, and 
distinct from the mother. 
This baby blood will cry out 
to God for judgment. 

Lincoln said, ‘Slavery is 
found in the selfishness of 
man’s nature - opposition to 
it is his love of justice.” 
Today, we should say, Abor- 
tion is found in the selfish- 
ness of woman’s nature 
(Woman’s Rights) -  op- 
position to it is our love of 
justice. 

Lincoln said, ‘In our 
greedy chase to make profit 
of the negro, let us beware 
lest we cancel and tear in 
pieces even the white man's 
charter of freedom.”’ Today 
we should say, In our greedy 
chase to make profit of 
aborted babies, let us 
beware lest we cancel and 
tear in pieces the charter of 
freedom for all human 
beings in America. 

Lincoln spoke — about 
“squatter sovereignty” or 
“popular sovereignty” and 
“sacred right of self-govern- 
ment” as another argument 
to defend slavery. Lincoln 
said this means, ‘‘That if any 
one man choose to enslave 
another, no third man shall 
be allowed to object.’ 
Today, we hear the same 
argument, if a woman wants 
to kill her baby, it is not the 
business of any other third 
person. ‘Popular sovereign- 
ty” to make human slaves in 
the 19th century, is today

human babies. 

Lincoln reminded 
people that the Dred Scott 
decision of 1854 removed 
“the question of a negro’s 
freedom” from the protec- 
tion of government law. The 
Roe vs. Wade decision of 
1973 removed the unborn 
baby’s tife from the protec- 
tion of government law. Both 
lost all legal rights as human 
beings by Supreme Court 
deicisions. If color, age, 
residence, or intelligence 
could render any class of 
humans to be non-persons 
under the law, then all of us 
are threatened with a 
similar fate as our culture 
changes. 

Lincoln said Douglas had 
“done all in his power to 
reduce the whole question of 
slavery to one of a mere 
right of property.” Today, 
we hear the same argument, 
that an unborn baby is part 
of the mother’s body, and is 
therefore her property to 
either kill or lef live. 

Lincoln said that the only 
thing that would please the 
South would be to ‘“‘cease to 
call slavery wrong, and join 
them in calling it right. And 
this must be done thoroughly 
- done in acts as well as in 
words. Silence will not be 
tolerated - we must place 
ourselves avowedly with 
them.” Today, the only thing 
which will satisify the pro- 
abortion crowd is for us to 
say abortion is not murder, 
or the willful taking of an in- 
nocent human tife. We must 
also prove this by killing our 
babies. The abortionists will 
accept nothing less. 

Lincoln said, “I am 
naturally antislavery. If 
slavery is not wrong, nothing 
is wrong.”’ Today, we should 
say, I am naturally anti- 
abortion. If abortion is not 
wrong, nothing is wrong.’’ If 
it is morally wrong to en- 
slave any human being, how 
much more is it morally 
wrong to murder any human 
being? Exodus 21:22, 23.

Silvio Conte of 
Massachusetts and some other 
congressional budget-watchers were 
asking the other day, as the House ap- 
proved a bill to spend more than $1.3 
billion to cover congressional operations 
for the next year. 

Conte noted that Congress now employs 
72 doorkeepers, and that’s 30 more than 
when he first went to Washington in 1959. 

“J have gone around and checked the 
House and Senate and there isn’t one ad- 
ditional door,” Conte said, as he strived to 
cut into the 31,000-member Capitol Hill 
work force. 

HE DIDN’T make out too well in trim- 
ming doorkeeper jobs, but he did succeed 
in lopping 10 garage attendant positions off 
the payroll—not through discharge, but 
rather through attrition, or not filling jobs 
once they become open. That 10-job reduc- 
tion will save about $230,000—or about 
$23,000 a job--which is a lot of money for a 
garage attendant. 

Conte said there are so many garage at- 
tendants around that he feared he would 
run over one some morning on his way to 
work. He also claimed that the size of the 
congressional police force — which is 2.3 
officers for each member of Congress — 
makes him feel something like a hostage. 

Elevator operators for automatic 
elevators also came under fire in the 
congressional debate, and Rep. Hank 
Brown of Colorado tried to trim their num- 
ber, claiming ‘‘these jobs are utterly 
useless”’ in the age of electronic elevators. 
But the elevator operator jobs stayed. 

IT MAKES you wonder what’s really 
going down in the United States Capitol, 
where they have 2.8 police officers for each 
member of Congress...where they insist on 
employing operators on automatic 
elevators...where they cost out garage at- 
‘tendant jobs at $23,000 each. 

Keep in mind that the Congress is the 
final voice on the size of government spen- 
ding in all fields. When you see the way 


A cease and desist order, the result of a 
year-long investigation, has been issued 
against six companies importing hazar- 
dous fuel oils from Canada for burning in 
Michigan manufacturing plants. 

Issuance of the order by the Department 
of Natural Resources and Attorney 
General Frank Kelley under authority of 
the Hazardous Waste Management Act, 
permits the state to confiscate trucks or 
other equipment. 

The order provides that the six com-’ 
panies comply with the act and that the 
contaminated fuel oil is a hazardous waste 
covered by the act. 

The fuel oils contain methylene chloride, 
1,1 dichloroethane, , chloroform, 1,1,1 
trichloroethene, tetrachloroethene, 
chlorobenzen and bromoform. 

Natural Resources Director Ronald 
Skoog said there was no evidence the bur- 
ning of the oil impaired human health, but 
said the action was taken to prevent harm 
to people’s health or the environment,

It was sold as fuel oi} by the companies 
to General Motors to be burned as fuel oil 
at the company’s Livonia stamping plant. 

Besides GM, the violations notice was 
sent to Canflow Services of Sarnia, On- 
tario, Canflow International of Port 
Huron, Omega Oil of Southgate, General 
Oil of Redford, M.L. Asbury of Detroit, 
Warner Petroleum of Clare, and Allied 
Chemical of River Rouge. 

Asbury officials said they did not realize 
the substance qualified as hazardous 
wastes and believed they had simply been 
carrying fuel oil. 

Dan Loepp, spokesman for the attorney 
general's office said the state is working 
with the Canadian government at other 
points into the United States.

It seems the program, run by the 
Library of Congress, translates popular 
magazines into Braille and distributes 
therm to the blind at no charge. Playboy 
magazine has been one of those translated. 

SUPPORTERS of cutting off the 
Playboy funds argued that the federal 
government should not appear to sanction 
promotion of sex-oriented magazines. 
Those who wanted to continue the program 
responded that of the 37 magazines in the 
program, only seven were requested more 
often than Playboy; besides, they added, 
pictures were not included in the special 
edition. 

Dropping Playboy from the program 
will save about $103,000. 

Good enough, as far as I’m concerned. 
But I would guess we’ll hear more about 
the Playboy vote in the next campaign, as 
the 193 who voted for federal funds to 
provide Braille bunnies will be asked by 
their campaign opponents to justify their 
votes. 

Incidentally, of the Michigan delegation, 
all but one of the 11 Democrats voted 
against the cut-off, while all the 
Republicans present voted for it.

Governor Asks for Guidance 
On Cutting Use of

The Toxic Substance Contro] Com- 
mission has been asked by Governor 
James Blanchard to find ways Michigan 
consumers, farmers, and businesses can 
cut their use of hazardous materials. 

In a letter to the commission, Blanchard 
said the state should look at a new way of 
controlling toxic substances by limiting 
their upfront use. 

Environmental protection has 
“traditionally focused on controlling 
emissions, releases, and discharges of 
hazardous materials. While this approach 
has provided many benefits, I believe that 
amore efficient and prudent policy may be 
found in promoting alternatives to the use 
of hazardous materials.”

He called on the commission to develop a 
report by the end of the year that would 
outline a policy for cutting the use of toxic 
materials by industry, business, 
agriculture and consumers, and recom- 
mend methods for implementing the 
policy. 

The report, Blanchard said, should be 
made “in a spirit of cooperation” with 
hazardous material users and generators. 

“Encouraging the reduction of hazar- 
dous materials at the source, rather than 
controlling them at their point of release 
into the environment, is the next frontier 
for environmental protection policy,’’ the 
Governor declared.

Resource 
Review

Each year members of the 
public show up at DNR of- 
fices, Conservation Officer’s 
doorsteps, in restaurants or 
practically any place with a 
fish that appears to be 
diseased. They want to 
know what’s wrong with the 
fish, if it’s edible, and what 
they should do with it. 

More often than not, the 
fish are infested with little 
black spots. The problem, 
therefore, is referred to as 
“Black Spot”. The black 
spots are actually pigmen- 
‘ted cysts of larval 
trematodes (trematodes, or 
flukes, are parasitic flat- 
worms) which mature in 
fish eating birds - in this 
case kingfishers. 

Fish such as rock bass, 
sunfish, bluegills, bass, pike, 
perch, minnows, etc., may 
be heavily infested, but the 
parasites do relatively little 
damage in most cases and 
do not obviously affect 
growth or longevity of the 
fish, except in massive in- 
festation of young fish. 

These trematodes are in- 
capable of infesting man, 
and even a heavily infested 
fish is safe to eat. It may be 
more aesthetically pleasing 
to skin a very heavily in- 
fested fish before eating. In 
any case, cooking kills the 
parasites. 

I would like to thank Dr. 
Leonard Allison, PhD. for- 
mer fish pathologist at the 
old Grayling Fish Hatchery 
for making his report 
(“Manual of Common 
Diseases, Parasites and 
Anomalies of Michigan 
Fishes”’, DNR, 1977) 
available for my use. I hope 
to use more information 
from this publication in the 
future.

The ashes must be of 
good wood — not old rotten 
stuff. Sift ashes to eliminate 
charcoal. 

Poison ivy or poison oak: 
A strong lye made of wood 
ashes gives instant relief. 
The dry ashes may be ap- 


plied with equal good 
results. 
Chronic diarrhea: Take 


hard wood ashes 3 tbs, cider 

vinegar 3 tbs; hot water, 

enough to cover; stir it well, 

and let it settle. Give 1 tsp of 
the liquid every little while.

Nuclear Data Book 


A marathon six-year Los 
Alamos National Laboratory 
experiment—which produc- 
ed a one-of-a-kind nuclear 
“data book’? that could 
prove crucial to man’s long- 
term energy needs—has at- 
tracted worldwide attention. 

The $2 million project 
provides information vital 
to the understanding of fu- 
sion reactions, the same 
power-producing nuclear 
process that makes the sun 
shine. 

The project updates sci- 
entific experiments dating 
back some three decades 
predicting the energy output 
of fusion reactors that would 
feed on deuterium and tri- 
tium, types of hydrogen 
representing abundant fuel 
sources. For example, deu- 


terium is easily taken from 


ordinary water.

Editor's Mailbox 


To the Editor: 

With due respect to each 
and every qualified elector 
of Lovells Township, we, the 
present Township Board, 
would like to present to you 
our side of the story relative 
to the current, very distur- 
bing recall situation hap- 
pening in this once tight knit 
community. 

At the annual township 
meeting, March, 1984, while 
under the reign of the 
preceding Township Board, 
those taxpayers in atten- 
dance, did vote in favor of 
building offices at the 
present Township Hall site. 
This primarily came about 
due to pressures put upon 
the township by the State to 
house ali township records 
at one locality and recom- 
mended that the homes of 
the various persons holding 
a township office be brought 
up to code with ramps, rails, 
etc. for handicapped per- 
sons. NOT TOO 
DESIRABLE. 

By the March, 198, an- 
nual meeting, we the present 
board, realized funds on 
hand sufficient to build those 
offices, plus bathrooms on 
the back side of the firehall. 
Those bathrooms were also 
proposed by the preceeding 
board two years ago but 
never did materialize 
because that board found it 
difficult te obtain bids from 
any builder, local or other- 
wise. 

We recommended to the 
attending taxpayers at the 
March, 1985, meeting to 
divide the present townhall 
with a partition beginning 
where a previous addition 
was made. However, at that 
time too many voiced the 
opinion that this idea would 
make the hall too small for 
the many community events 
held in the townhall. Others 
felt the present townhall 
basement would be 
adequate for offices, even 
though it is approximately 
15’ x 35’ with 5% foot 
ceilings. It is very dark and 
very damp and an elevator 
system would have to be in- 
stalled to meet the handicap 
code. One prominent 
citizen, now serving on the 
Crawford-AuSable School 
Board, recommended doing 
away with the present 
library and use that room 
for an office. The library is 
a branch of the Crawford 
County Library and is 
housed in the townhall. We 
felt any and all recommen- 


dations made were not too’ 


practical. We DID NOT 
have a bid at that March, 
1985, meeting, but we did 
feel we must pursue getting 
offices because the majority 
of the people did want them. 

Those instigating the 
current recall are persons 
who did not get their can- 
didates elected in the August 
primary election in 1984, At 
that time, two of the losing 
candidates cost taxpayers 
money to have a recount, to 
prove to themselves that 
they really did lose by the 
number of votes already 
counted. Undaunted by all 
this, one man who lost still 
chose to run on a ‘“‘sticker’’ 
in the November, 1984, elec- 
tion. To no avail. 

Then May 14, 1985, persons 
who supported the losers in 
the last election, presented 
the present Township Board 
with an unsigned ultimatum, 
requesting we five board 
members resign or face a 
recall situation. Charges on 
said ultimatum were en- 
tirely different than those 
stated on the now recorded 
recall petitions. 

We honestly feel the ad- 
dition of. offices and 
bathrooms are a major im- 
provement and they ARE 
PAID FOR, regardless of 
what some of you were told 
to encourage you to sign 
those recall petitions against 
us. Your TAXES WILL NOT 
GO UP in order to pay for 
them. We have also heard 
that some of you were told 
that if you signed one 
petition you must sign all 
five of them. Some were 
even told that the petition 
was to recall a member of 
the Board of Review. Others 
who asked to see the 
petitions were told that they 
could not see them unless 
they agreed to sign them. 
Who knows what other false 
statements were told to get 
signatures. A wife of one of 
the circulators told Super- 
visor Jewell that she had put 
arsenic in his coffee and he 
had about five minutes to 
live. Whether in jest or noi, 
these things are very distur- 


bing and unnecessary. 

Some feel the preceding 
supervisor might have 
qualified at times for recall. 
We respect the fact that he 
was not and do feel that most 
people do wish to get along 
most of the time. 

We did inherit some of our 
problems from the previous 
board, and we are working 
to overcome them. We area 
conscientious board, 
working in the best interest 
of the taxpayer. Please con- 
sider, you now have one cen- 
tral mailing address and one 
place to go to do township 
business rather than having 
to drive here and there to the 
various homes of those in of- 
fice. All records are now 
locked under one roof, and 
we have regular office hours 
for your convenience. 

Our attorney tells us we 
have done nothing illegal. 
We feel we spent your 
tax dollars wisely to 
benefit EVERYONE, not 
just a few. However, we do 
find it difficult to justify our 
tax dollars being spent on 
the inevitable recall elec- 
tion. How many are going to 
benefit by that expense? Do 
these few people want the 
present board out so they 
might take over? We feel if 
we hadn’t built the much 
needed offices, those few 
agitators would have found 
other reasons to charge us 
with. We say ‘‘the inevitable 
recall election’? because we 
refused to resign and plan to 
fight this recall to the bitter 
end.

I have pur- 
chased property in the 
mountains of Montana 
because ‘‘the people are dif- 
ferent out there” and the 
pace is slower, However, I 
now have hope that there are 
areas left in Michigan where 
the people are still caring 
and willing tohelp. Itis still 
hard for me to believe how 
good everyone was even 
though it involved just a lost 
animal and not a lost child. 
You should be very proud of 
your community. I hope it 
always remains the same 


. and doesn’t let tourism af- 


fect it negatively as it has in 
so many other areas in 
Michigan. 

There are a few people in 
particular that I would like 
to extend my thanks to. One 
of the most important being 
Mrs. Marland and her family 
on M-72. She made several 


phone calls for me, putting 
me in touch with the airport 


the radio station, driving t 
the campground to advise 
my friends of my status and 
finally getting someone to 
bring a trailer when they 
were through with their ride. 
I cannot thank her enough. 

Also instrumental in 
helping me find my horse 
was Mr. & Mrs. David 
Fredrick. We met at the 
airport and they led me 
around the parade route and 
out to where the Guard had 
spotted him and walked 
through the woods with me 
until we caught him. They 
also made a trip to the cam- 
pground to advise my frien- 
ds that we were on our way 
back. 

Thanks to George 
Maroney for taking his plane 
up even though he had a 
family affair to go to, and to 
Dave Boerma from the 
Sheriff’s Dept. for his help 
during the night, and the 
CCSD dispatchers who put 
up with ali of my frequent 
and frantie calls. Thanks 
also to all of the many people 
that offered good wishes and 
drinks of water along my 
way. They know who they 
are. 

Last but not least, thanks 
to the National Guard. I 
don’t fully understand their 
job in a community but 
without their helicopter 
pilots taking the time to lock 
for my horse, he may have 
not been found before he or 
someone had been hurt. 

Looking forward to my 
next trip to Grayling. If it is 
for next years ride, I assure 
everyone that my horse will 
be securely enclosed.

Thank you for writing me. 
Your concerns are timely as 
we celebrate the 50th anni- 
versary of Social Security on 
August 14th. I am pleased to 
report that during debate on 
next year’s budget, I voted 
for full Social Security Cost 
of Living Adjustments. The 
budget recently passed by 
the Congress requires full 
COLAs for senior citizens, 
and though I did not support 
this budget because of its 
cuts in agriculture, I fought 
for COLAs and was very 
pleased to see them in- 
cluded. 

Social Security was 
designed to prevent the 
widespread economic suffer- 
ing that plagued countless 
older citizens during the 
Great Depression. The 
Social Security system 
provides benefits to over 36 
million people, more than 
one person in seven. 

Social Security has grown 
to provide for the health care 
needs of senior citizens as 
well. Realizing that health 
care costs fall mostly 
heavily upon retirees, who 
are often least able to pay, 
Congress created the Medi- 
care program in 1966. 

Since the elderly are 
vulnerable to inflationary 
increases in the prices of 
consumer goods, Social 
Security benefits have been 
adjusted periodically since 
1972 to offset the rising cost 
of living. I know how impor- 
tant these COLAs are to 
senior citizens, and that’s 
why I have voted for them. 

I am especially glad that 
on its fiftieth anniversary, 
the Social Security system is 
on a sound financial basis, 
thanks to a bipartisan com- 
promise forged by President 
Reagan and congressional 
Jeaders. This compromise 
restored the stability to the 
Social Security system both 
in the short-run, and in the 
long-term future.
